Xepro Equality.
Governor Bramlette, of Kentucky, in jhis late'speech, makes Uie following

eonimon sense remarks upon the sub¬
ject of negro equality:
But they are terribly frightened atwhatthey call negro equality. Well, I have
no uneasiness on that subject. I don'tknow but they may have grounds forit. They may have grounds to believe
a free negro is equal to them, and tlieymay be afraid-of it; But I have been
among free negroes all my life, and
never saw anything like this equalityofwhich there is so much fear in certain
quarters. And I believe the great body!of tlio people have; no reason to be
frightened on that subject.But if it were true, as they say, thatit is the intention of a certain politicalparty to use the second clause to bringabout negro equality, It would be im¬
possible for them to do it; such a thingbelongs to our social relations, and so¬ciety regulates our social relations.not.law. Society regulates it, and unljLyou can educate your people to bo preHparodfora thing of that character, itxieMer "can take place by any actof legal process. Law cannot do it,for law cannot establish the social
relations between free white men
even.. Men come together asequals be*
cause of their social nihilities.110 law
does it but the law of nature. For my¬self, I believe that the white man be¬
longs to the sui>erior race. If ho does
he will maintain* his social positionabout the negro, if not, lie will lose it,and liecan't lielp it. I ain for my own
people anil my own race, whenever the
two come in* contlict; .and I have no
sympathy for that fanatical sentiment
which undertakes to depress our own
race in order to elevate another race..No such principle as that can ever ob¬
tain in this country, so long as the
white race continuo'to go forward and
progress as they have done through,
past ages. [Applause.] 'I^iis thing of!
social equality, I say, is all nonsense..
It is all stuff; thrown out <by tlio same
class ofIneri who were raising the cryof "coercion" four years ago. rt is sim¬
ply a inatl dog cry, an attempt to arouse
the passions of men, and make them
rush madly forward, overthrowingtheir judgment and their reason, and
leading to their own ruin and the ruin,
of this country.
lie makes another good point uponthe objection to the constitutional 11

amendment abolishing slavery, that it

"TAKIKC! OTHER MKX'.S PROPERTY."
But 1 met with another objection. An¬

other man comes along with what I
have heard is one of the prominentpoints of discussion, with some gentle¬
men. They come and appeal to the
pride of the citizen. They say, Sir, do
you intend to vote away another man's
property? Why the great mass of the
people have 110 interest whatever in this
properlv. The masses of the i>eoplc ofKentucky have no interest, either pres¬ent or prospective, in slavery, and never
had, and never would have. But theyhave a manly pride, and tliey liavestood
up manfully for it in maintaining goodfaith toward this propertv in the hands
of their neighbors. The laboring masses
in this State have sacrificed their indi¬
vidual interest in order to maintain the
right of the slave-owners 'in'*Kentuckymid other Southern States. The labor¬
ing masses have been contented to give
up'tlie rich and fertile lands to the slave
owners, and to cultivate the low, nar¬
row creek bottoms, and Uie unfruitful
hillside's, and rear their families there.
Thoy have done all this. And now

nn appeal is made to their manly pride,to ask them if they intend to vote awayanother man's projierty. The juaii,without reflection, says, 110, I don't
wish to take any man's property with¬
out compensation. But, fellow-citizens,
rmswer him thus: Tell him tllftt when
that property remained '111 its properplace.while it was profitableand bene¬
ficial to him. without being hurtful to
you, you.did not seok to disturb its re¬
lations. Wlieu it was made the instru¬
ment to provoke a struggle for the over¬
throw of the Government, you protect¬ed it with your suffrage. While it re¬
mained iu this condition, we were
ever ready and ever willing to make all
the sacrifices in our power to protect
you. Now it is changed. The consid¬
erations that formerly hedged it round,exist no longer. You Jiave permittedthat interest to involve my security.-.You have permitted it to threaten *inv
Iieace and happiness. Why, sir, I have
nul a loved son. my oldest son, that has
been compelled to loave ine and gofar down South, to fight in this ter¬
rific struggle, and he now sleeps in an
untimely grave, upon the stricken field
of battle. I have lost him 011 account
of your negro. I say you may go all
over the lapd.goto the poor and* friend¬
less, all over the slave States.goto that
cabin where sits the poor and sickly,
looking woman, with a brood of little
children, almost famished, around her,
and ask her where is her husband. He!
is either in the Southern army, or lie
sleeps his last sleep upon the battle!
field where he lias gone down in death.
The poor woman is left destitute..
Everything is taken from her, and she
is actually starving:. Why is it? Tliev
have been struggling to stand up anilj
maintain the rights of the slaveholder.
Thoro she is, with her children in
helpless orphanage, sufferingand starv¬
ing. The strong arm tliat provided
for her wants has been taken from
her to struggle for slaveholders'
property. Ask her if she is willing to
continue it longer, when it has been
stricken down and lost forever. If she
is a sensible woman she will say, No!

stitution as that.

Then why is it'that
you ask me to stand up for von, for
those interests which you admit are

gone, and not worth keeping? Why
do you ask me to stand up for you in
this contest?

There is nothing else
in it.
